Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  of  Cornish: 

I  am  offering  for  your  consideration  and  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  citizens  of  the  town  my  eighth  annual 
report. 

The  schools  for  the  current  year  were  opened  on  the 
thirtieth  of  August.  We  were  fortunate  in  retaining  seven 
of  our  teachers.  Three  new  teachers  were  engaged.  Mrs. 
Kecy  at  Dingleton  is  doing  a  superior  bit  of  work.  Ex- 
cellent order  prevails  in  the  room.  Unusual  diligence  is 
manifested  by  all  the  children,  and  most  satisfactory  pro- 
gress in  their  studies  is  evident.  The  change  for  the  better 
so  clearly  manifested  in  this  school  is  a  source  of  much 
pleasure.  After  a  few  weeks  of  service  the  teacher  at 
Tracy  School  tendered  her  resignation  which  the  school 
board  accepted.  Mrs.  Eva  Bernard  of  Plainfield  was  en- 
gaged to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  discipline  of  the  school,  the 
interest  of  the  children  in  their  work,  and  the  progress  made 
in  their  studies  is  most  satisfactory.  In  general  our  schools 
are  measuring  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  success.

Librarian's  Report 

This  has  been  a  good  year  at  the  Hbrary.  Very  early 
in  the  year  it  was  voted  to  install  electric  lights  in  the 
building  even  though  it  meant  a  few  less  new  books.  Those 
who  have  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  the  library  in  the 
evening  know  well  how  unable  we  were,  in  spite  of  many 
lamps,  to  really  light  the  shelves  properly.  Electricity  has 
done  all  and  more  than  we  anticipated.  Come  in  some 
evening  and  see  how  easily  you  can  find  those  books  on  our 
well  lighted  shelves.  The  expense  was  rather  more  heavy 
than  we  had  hoped  but  with  such  a  building  we  wanted  to 
make  any  improvements  we  attempted,  to  be  made  in  just 
the  right  way.  This  has  been  done  most  satisfactorily. 
We  regret  that  the  bill  for  wiring  came  in  too  late  to  be 
incorporated  in  our  financial  report,  but  we  have  a  balance 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  this  bill. 

The  patronage  has  been  good  all  the  year.  On  a  re- 
'cent  day  when  walking  was  none  too  good  there  were 
thirty-seven  visitors  in  during  both  sessions  and  one  hundred 
and  twentj^-five  books  were  given  out,  besides  several 
magazines.  Among  the  new  books  you  will  find  some 
very  real  treasures.  We  have  received  numerous  gifts  for 
which  we  render  earnest  thanks.  Our  loyal  friends,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Barrett,  have  sent  us  a  baker's  dozen  splendid 
books  during  the  year,  Mr.  J.  W.  Pierce  gave  us  four  classics, 
Mr.  F.  D.  Kinsman  gave  us  a  volume  and  several  patrons 
have  donated  current  magazines.  We  now  have  on  our 
table  Popular  Mechanics,  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
American,  Literary  Digest,  Dumb  Animals,  Dearborn 
Independent,  Ladies  Home  Journal  and  some  others  you 
may  like  to  read.
